They are 
at the same time disjeined in interests 
by tariffs which forms an insurmount- 
able barrier between the people of the 
different states and prevent the recip- 
recity of interests which would makeit 
impossible, for their statesmen to drag 
them into war. How can wars be 
aveided and standing armies be dis- 
solved? This is the great question for 
Europe, and for every nation in Eu- 
rope. Tomy thinking the directest 
way I was going to say the only way 
to this great end lies in free trade 
between the peo les of Europe. If 
tariffs were abolished, or even if they 
were made very moderate, the nations 
would trade freely with each other, 
their commerce would increase enor- 
mously, and they would, bit by bit, 
become like one grand nation, their 
commercial interests wand multiply 
on such a scale, and their mutual 
knowledge and intercourse would be- 
come so intimate, that the ambition of 
monarchs and statesmen would te 
impotent to drive them to war.” 
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A Nite Candidate. 

Cuatcaco, Nov. 5.— The Journal’s 
Washington special says: Joseph. H.

ity as the last legislature. The prob- 
‘abilities are that the conyressional 
delegation will stand unchanged— 
seventeen Republicans and ten Dem- 
ocrats. Stenger, Dem., is probably 
defeated in the Eighteenth district, 
but the Democrats appear to have 
gained Ceffroth in the Seventeenth 
district. In the Second district Chas. 
O' Neil, Rep., is re-elected; in the 
third district Randall, Dem.; in the 
fourth district, Kelley, Rep. and Na- 
tional, and in the fifth district, Har- 
mer Rep. 
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New Jersey. 


TRENTON, November 6.—New Jer- 
sey has turned a complete somersault. 
Her present congressional delegation 
stands three Republicans and four 
Democrats.

A Remarkable Verdict. 

Cuicaco, November 2.—The jury 
in the Kennedy case returned into 
court this afternoon at half-past 3 
o’clock with the following verdict: 
“We, the jury, find the defendant, 
Jeremiah Kennedy, guilty in the man- 
ner and form as charged onthe indict- 
ment, and fix his punishment at death 
by hanging. We, the jury, also find 
the defendan, Jeremiah Kennedy, to be 
‘insane at the present time.” Upon 
the reading of the verdict considera- 
ble surprise was expressed, and 
scarcely any one comprehended its ex- 
act meaning. Kennedy apparently 
did not care what it was or meant. 
He did not change in expression, nor 
give any outward sign of feeling or 
emotion. The effect of the verdict 
will be the confinement of Kennedy in 
the insane assylum. The jury admit 
that he was sane at the time of the 
murder, and believe that he has since 
become insane. It will be out of the 
question to hang him although the 
sentence is death, for by law an insane 
person of convicted of murder can 
not be executed. In case of Kennedy's 
recovery and discharge from the as- 
sylum the sentence of death can be 
carried out.

Among the bills passed by the late 
legislature of Oregon, and which has 
since become a law, is an act relating 
to property of married women, 
which provides that property owned 
by a married woman at the time of 
marriage, or acquired thereafter by 
gift, devise or inheritance, shall not be 
subject to debts or contracts of the 
husband, and the wife may manage, 
sell, convey and devise the same as the 
husband can his property. The prop- 


erty of either husband or wife shall 


not be liable for debt or contracts of 
the other. Action may be maintained 
py husband or wife against the other 
for the recovery of property of which 
the other has obtained possession, the 
same as if they were unmarried. For 
civil injuries committed by the wife, 
damages can be recovered of her alone, 
except in cases where he is jointly re- 
sponsible. Conveyances of liens from 
one to the other shall be valid. One 
may constitute the other on his or her 
attorney, 
attorney in fact. The wife may re- 
cover the wages of her personal labor 
in her own name. Neither is liable for 
the debts of the other incurred before 
marriage. Expenses of family, and ed- 
ucation of children shall be chargable 


on property of both husband and wife, 


or either of them. We have here an 
act which seems to be pretty well up 
to the advanced claims of those who 
have been laboring for a law which 
would give women contro] of her own 
property and earnings, and put her 
on an equality in this respect with 
man.
